Similarly the suggestion put forward 
by the Paris press that the formula for 
disarmament should be that no State 
should possess a military or naval force 
stronger than those which the League 
can command, it put forward officially, 
will be at once rejected by this country.

Here it has always been considered that 
to fenounce &rmaments without taking 
into account the reason for the forma- 
tion of armies and navies is futile.

It is pointed out here that at the pres- 
ent moment, for instance, Great Britain 
is considerably “embarrassed in dealing 
‘with the Iraq difficulty by the extent 
to which she decreased her army after 
the armistice.

Investment Association Urges 
Uniform Act With Teeth 
in Every State.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla., Dec. 7.—The 
investment bankers of America will go 
on record within the next day or so as 
favoring a:“‘blue sky’’ law with teeth in 
it for every State in the Union. This 
vital problem was thrashed out this af- 
ternoon and tonight in a meeting of the 
Bosr* of Governors of the Investmert 
Bankers’ Association, holding their an- 
nual convention in this city. 

There was spirited debate here and 
there, as bankers representing particular 
districts advocated this change or that, 
but generally the proposal for a new and 
unife law sufficiently strong to “nip 
in the bud” all questionable offerings 
met with universal favor. 

First, it may be said that the invest- 
ment bankers of Americasare opposed to 
Federal control of security issues and to 
any sort of domination or supervision by 
the Federal Government. Any such 
trend will be bitterly fought.

Secondly, the corpmittee report will 
stress the importance of employing one 
individual by the association to do noth- 
ing else but see that fhe public is pro- 
tected against those who would take its 
money and give it nothing of value in 
exchange.

BERENGER COMING 


New French Envoy Will Seek 
Debt Accord and Credit to 
Stabilize Franc. 


WILL BE APPOINTED TODAY 


Daeschner May Return to Wash- 
ington When Berenger’s Mis- 
sion Is Completed.

PARIS, Dee, 7.—The appoinffjent of 
Senator Henri Berenger to the Embassy 
at Washihgton will, it is expected; be 
éfficially: announced témotrow at a 
Cabinet meeting, Senator Berenger, 
being a parliamentarian and not a mem- 
ber of the diplomatic corps, will receive 
only a temporary appointment, renew- 
able every six months. 

He is being sent to Washington to con- 
tinvie discussion of the interallied debt 
problem, and it is emphasized at the 
Quai d’Orsay that, while he will replace 
M. Daeschner, no reflection whatever is 
being’ cast. on, the latter’s ability or 
assiduity. at Washington. Very possibly, 
on completion of Senator Berenger’s spe-. 
cial. mission in connection with the debt 
settlement negotiation, M.  Daeschner 
will be sent back to Washington if in 
the meanwhile another equally impor-’ 
tant post is not found for him. 

Stabilization of France Is Urgent. 

While not definitely dismissing from 
consideration the fina] American pro- 
posal for a temporary settlement, it is 
known that the present French Govern- 
ment will through the new Ambassador 
endeavor by every possible means to 
‘obtain a definite fixation of the terms 
ofthe debt’s repayment and new credit 
with which to stabilize the franc. It is 
well recognized that more than half the 
troubles of the present situation of the 
country. are due to the practice. through- 
out the business world, and especially 
among French business men: and ex~- 
porters, of trading on the basis of an 
anticipated further fall in the value of 
the franc. 

While the amount of direct apecuian 
tion has been. small, practically the 
whole trade of the country, both at home 
and abroad, has. during the last three 
years: been carried on on the basis of 
hmoney depreciation. So long as this atti-

WASHINGTON,, Dec, 7.—The new tax 
bill, authorizing ».,cut of. more than 
$325,000,000 in Mederal taxes to apply to 
inttomes. beginning with the ‘talerdar 
year 1926, was reported to the House 
by the Committee on Ways and Means 
today immediately following the com- 
pletion of organization for the session. 

General debate on the measure will -be 
begun tomorrow and terminated on Sat- 
urday. On Monday, Dec. 4, the bill will 
be taken up' section by section and a 
vote reached probably on Dec. 19. The 
bill will then go to the Senate, where 
action is expected dome time in Jan- 
uary. 

The report on the bill, which was 
presented by: Chairman Green of the 
Ways and Means Committee, emphasizes 
the fact that divisions in th~ committee 
were not on partigan lines and that the 
revision proposed represents the best 
judgment of members who have made’a 
long. and. careful study of «he subject. 

Dissenting views on the measure were 
submitted by Representatives “Hull of 
Tennegsee and Rainey of Illinois; Demo- 
cratic members of the Ways and Means 
Committee. They objected to the provi- 
sions increasing exemptions and reduc- 
ing surtaxes. Mr. Rainey recommended 
@ maximum surtax of 30 per cent. and 
Mr. Hull one of 25 per cent. instead of 
the rate of 20 per cent, recommended by 
the majority. The present maximum 
surtax is 40 per cent. With the excep- 
tions noted, ‘and a few others of minor 
importance, Messrs. Rainey and Hull 
took occasion to praise the seneral pro- 
visions of thé measure.

Court Decides Wives and Children 
May Join Allen Clergy Here. 
The Cireult Court of Appeals decided 
yesterday in a majority opinion, written 
by Judge Learned Hand, that all minis- 
ters and rabbis who arrived in this 
country prior to July 1, 1924, could be 
joined by their wives and children even 
though they came at a later date.

Referring to estate taxes Mr. Green 
wrote: 

“The estate tax, under the bill, will 
go in’ force on the enactment of this 
act; but as but few estates of the size

are settled within: the-first year, the 
loss in receipts during the calendar year 
1026 will not be large enough to require 
if to be taken into consideration. The 
loss Guring the calendar year 1927 will 
probably be from $10,000,000 to $20,000,- 
ope. Thereafter the annual loss will.con- 
nue to increase, as advantage is taken 
of the 80 per cént. credit, and in a few 
more years it. is probable that the an- 
nual return to’ the Government under 
the estate tax will not exceed $50,000, 
000. The returns may even be less than 
this amount. There is no way of making 
any accurate determination at this time, 
but it is believed the loss on the estate 
taxes, which in the final outcome may 
amount to as much as. $70,000,000, will 
be postponed for so long a period that 
the natural increase of the Federal rev- | 
enues will make up for ‘en 

“Under al) the prior revenue acts, & 
gift or transfer of property by trust or 
otherwise without a fair consideration 
and within two years prior to the dece- 
dent’s death is, unless shown to the con- 
trary, deemed to be made in contempla- 
tion of death, and the amount of the 

gift or transfer is included in the gross 
sotate of the decedent,. The presumption, 
however, is rebuttable and has proved 
very ineffective in practical administra- 
tion. The difficulty of enforcement will 
be even more serious in view of the re- 
peal of the gift tax. For this reason,

Reductions in Excise and Special Taxes.

are falling. off, indicating that the tax 
is so high that to some extent it is 
encouraging evasion and defeating its 
purpose for revenue. It was manifest 
also that the amount of the tax was in 
most cases passed directly on to the 
consumer, nder these circumstances 
the committee deemed it advisable to 
réduce the tax from $2.20 to $1.10 per 
proof gallon, which was the rate pre- 
vailing before the war, making one-half 
of this reduction apply Jan. 1, 1927, and 
the other -half Jan. 1, 1928. This was 
done to prevent undue hardship to the 
wholesale manufacturer; who must of 
necessity carry considerable quantities 
of alcohol. It shauld be kept in mind 
in this connection that this tax has no 
application to denatured alcohol, which 
remaina; as before, free from tax: - 
“The g@utombbile tax, together “with 
that on trucks and cessories, is im- 
mensely productive ahd now returns 
about $150,000,000 per annum. The en- 
tire elimination of the automobile taxes, 
in the view of the majority of the com- 
mittee, could: not be considered, ‘as ft 
would make the fotal reduction ‘carried 
by the bill altogether too large, for the 
reasons before stated. The committee 
recommends thé repeal of the tax on 
trucks as being a tax solely on busi- 
ness, and also the so-called tax on 
“misfortune,” being the tax on auto- 
mobile parts and accessories. The tax 
on other automobiles is reduced by the 
bill from 5 to 3 per cent. 

“It is proposed that the reduction of 
tax on passénger automobiles shall not 
take effect until thirty days after the 
enactment of the act, in order to proect 
dealers who have cars in stock on that 
date in respect of which they have re- 
imbursed the gp gat for the tax 
at the 5 per cent. raté. Section 1,204 of 
the bill provides that the difference be- 
tween the 5 per cent. tax and the 3 per

Hull’s Dissenting Views. 


Representative Hull in. expressing his 
views in the report, after commending 
the bill as the result of nonpartisanship 
and team-work, sald:

Atticus Webb. of Dallas, State Super- 
intendent of the Anti-Saloon League, en- 
tered the controversy this afternoon with 
a statément that ‘“‘Ma’’ Ferguson’s Ad- 
ministration had been.a hindrance to 
prohibition enforcement; that the whole- 
sale pardoning of ‘criminals had encour- 
aged crime, and that her $500 reward

“You will hear dots of. hearsay evi- 
dence—what Tom said to Harry and 
Harry said to Tém—but héarsay evi- 
dence is not legal evidence, and is not 
so considered by petit juries. 

“I do not think thissession showld last 
long, I believe you. will- complete all 
business passed on from the last Grand 
Jury and do it right.”"

“Hurt Texas Muth, Himself More,” 
Declares Houston Editor. 


Marcellus E. Foster,.editor and gen- 
eral manager of The Houston Chronicle, 
which led the fight in®Texas against 
the Ku Klux Klan, advocated the elec- 
tion of Mrs. Ferguson as Governor and 
upheld her administration until the re- 
cent highway scandals, gave his view 
here yesterday of the present situation 
in Texas.

Effect of World War. 


Under normal ‘conditions Mr. Hill 
might have been correct, | but. the, 
World War intervened. The enormous 
demand from abroad brought the high 
prices which 80 stimulated production 
that’ it reached a new reeord in 
amount and value. Without this ser- 
vice, famine undoubtedly .would have 
prevailed over wide areas. This re- 
sulted in a\ great inflation and in an 
overproduction, reaching its summit 
in 1919, which was followed by the in- . 
evitable deflation of 1920 and 1921. 
The best econontic, authority tells us 
this was inevitable. Whether it was 
or not, it came. It afflicted both 
agriculture and industry. . The values 
of manufacturing plants and ton 
stocks on hand went down, their * 
ders were canceled, ’ their Ps oF 
ceased, andthe buying capacity of 
thelr wage“ ‘Sarners being greatly re- 
duced, the. consumption of food prod- 
ucts di ned, causing a fall in prices 
that reathed back to the farm, The 
resulting losses have never been fully 
recovered either in industry or agri- 
culture, but starting from the 4 
point’ of 1920 and 1921 both have mad 
Progress and from every indication

It has “seemed to ie Gexitabie to

Every one knows that the farmer, who 
is often least able to bear it, went 
throvigh the most drastic - deflation. 
Considered as a wholé, his position 
has steadily improved. since 1921.

But I do 
generally speaking, the 
present business of eager asya whole 
beginning to. be. profitable, Of 

urse, there are exceptions to be 
made of localities, individuals and 
crops.

- eral production, prices, and living con- 
ditions on the farm are improving, 
there/is little. ground for fear that 
agriculture is he¢doming decadent; yet 
Some areas are still depressed; debts 
and taxes still ‘remain. ; 

Although it is gratifying to know 
that farm conditions as a whole are 
encouraging, yet we ought not to cease 
our efforts for their constant improve- 
ment. We can not claim ‘that they 
have reached perfection anywhere, and 
in too many instances there still 
much distress. Various sug tions 
of artificial relief: have been made. 
Production has been ample, but prices 
compared with the war era have beeh 
very much reduced, although they are 
now considerably improved, The pro- 
posals made have, therefore, had the 
purpose of increasing prices.

Oné of the methods by which this 
has been sought, though put forward 
chiefly as an emergency measure as I

Many economists consider that even_ 
this calculation as to the contribut-- 
tion of our farmers to ‘the tariff is 
overestimated. As their -expendi- 
tures include many items for labor 
and service-on which there is no duty, 
the proportion of total expenditure on 
dutiable articles outside the three lists 
above mentioned is ‘not-10 per. cent., 
but only (8 per cent. or 4 per cent.

Easy bail, generally provided by pro- 
fessional bail bond agents, is at the bot- 
tom of the crime wave, Chief Magistrate 
William McAdoo said last night at the 
eighteenth annual State conference of 
probation officers at the Hotel Roose- 
velt. 

“I don’t blame. our citizens for getting 
indignant,”’ Magistrate McAdoo said. 
“Bail? Of course bail is all wrong. I 
know of at least‘ten firms in the crim- 


inal bonding business in the city today. 
Day in.and day out I sit in Magistrate’s 
court and see brought before me a cash 
register crook, or a pickpocket, or a 
highwayman, and I hardly have time to 


| B8ign my name to the sentence before up 


jumps the agent of a professional bond- 
ing house”’to offer any amount of bail 
at all. It doesn’t matter if 1 increase 
the bail from $15,000 to. $25,000, they'll 
pay it, every time. 

“The bonding agents themselves are 
men of low character, coming directly 
from the underworld, where they get 
their business. Corporation bonding 
houses are encouraging crime. Out with 


‘| them, I say! Out of our courts! The 


bail bond system is outrageous. Our 
good people get startled, and angry, 
and astonished, and indignant at the 
stories of crime they hear. And then 
they’re told the fault is that we are 
coddling our criminals in prison. I 
don’t think that’s the root of it all. We 
simply have an army of young loafers 
who won’t work, who will never work, 
who don’t know what it is to work. They 
are strangers to love and pity. to grati- 
tude, reverence and respect. 

The Chief Magistrate warned against 
allowing politics to intrude into the pro- 
bation system. ‘One thing can kill 
probation anywhere,”’ he said, ‘and. that 
is politics.”” There was a general ten- 
dency, he declared, to make no differ- 
entiation between parole and probation, 
and the community at large was ignor- 
ant as to the true work of probation in 
meeting the crime problem. 

Nearly 200 probation officers, judges 
and social workers from all parts. of the 
State were present at the opening ses- 
sion of the conference yesterday,

- Butler, President of the 

bation Commission, who 

urged greater uniformity in the han- 

dling by the yan nl of juvenile delin- 

quency cases, and reduction in the 

number of judges with power to com- 
mit children to institutions. 

The Probation Commission, Mr. Butler 
said, had often been unjustly criticized 
by those who confuse the terms ‘“‘pro- 
bation” and ‘“‘parole.”” Last year, he 


|| said, there was a’ greater number of 


persons placed on proWat'ion than ever 
before since the enactmeut of the pro- 
bation law. This meant, he said, that 
Judges were each year more carefully 
selecting offenders who were to receive 
another chance. For non-support cases, 
he said, a total of $2,203,398 was col- 
lected by probation officers last year, 
an increase of $96,414 over the preceding 
year. 

Newspaper publicity of certain types 
of trials and juvenile delinquency cases 
was deplored by William B. Affis, Pro- 
bation Officer of the New York City 
Court of Special Sessions. ‘“‘It would 
be interesting,”’ he said, ‘‘to try to find 
out how Well the press in its legitimate 
field of reporting is succeeding in lim-

WANTS CRIMINALS PUNISHED. 





They Are Not Sentenced to ‘Be 
Amused, Justice Mitchell Says. 


«In swearing in the Bronx County De- 
cember Grand Jury yesterday, Supreme 
YCourt Justice Richard H. Mitchell took 
occasion to comment upon the Parole 
Commission and the “‘coddling” of pris- 
oners. He reviewed the progress of the 


criminal through the courts from indict- 
ment until the end of trial, Whether 
discharged or found guilty, he said, the 
prisoner only got what he deserved. 

“By the time the Judge passes sentence 
every mitigating. circumstance in the 
prisoner’s favor is known to the Judge,” 
he said., ‘‘When sentence is passed the 
defendant gets only his just deserts, or 
in some cases a little less because of 
the tendency of many judges toward 
leniency. 

“No parole commission or any other 
body should be allowed to interfere with 
the sentence of the court.” 

In the opinion of Justice Mitchell, the 
system of coddling prisoners has no 
place in penal institutions. Prisoners, 
he said, were sent to prison as a punish- 
ment. He criticized motion picture and 
other forms of amusement erovisey for 
the inmates of Sing Sing. 

“It makes my blood boil,’’ he con- 
tinued, “‘to think of men who have held 
up citizens at the point of a revolver 
enjoying the motion picture shows in 
Sing Sing prison. I am not, however, 
in favor of severity to undermine the 
health of prisoners. Enough recreation 
should be allowed to insure good health, 
mee fay other coddling should be per- 
mitted.’’

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A KING WHO WANTS PROFITS. 

“* Corn is king. out here in the West. 
“And the king wants profits—not 
* credits.’"’ Such is the rather rude 
welcome of The Emporia Daily Ga- 
zette to President Coo.ipcE on his way 
to address the American Farm Bureau 
Federation at ‘Chicago. The Gazette 
proceeds to say that op this demand 
for profit ‘‘ will come the political 
“issues of the Westin the next two 
“years.” It adds, ** Corn cannot be 
“ grown for less than 75 cents. Upon 
* that truth the Coolidge Administra- 
“-tion will retain its popularity or 
* lose it.” 

Doubtless the President was* fully 
aware of this Western attitude when 
he was preparing his address to the 
farmers. He knew that when he 
spoke of plans and theories, they, 
especially the corn growers, would talk 
only of prices. A year ago on_ the 
Chicago market corn was selling at 
$1.35 a bushel. Today it brings’ about 
97 cents. This brute fact will incline 
men in the cornfields of Kansas and 
Iowa to jeer at the President's solemn 
recital of the old platitudes about the 
protective duties which are “levied 
solely to protect the farmer.’’ What 
kind of protecticn is it that does not 
prevent corn from going down 40 

cents a bushel? It is to be feared 
that Mr. Coo.ipce’s argument on this 
point, with his skillful manipulation 
of the figures, in the hope of showing 
that, at the worst, the farmer finds 
his necessary expenditures for tariff- 
protected goods increased by less than 
2.per cent., will fall-upon unbelieving 
ears in the West. It is painful to 
think: of the cries of protest which will 
be heard all along the main-traveled 
roads in Iowa at the President's 
statement that the home market is 
the great desideratum for the farmer, 
and that ‘* prosperity in our industry 
** is of more value to-the farmer than 
“the whole export market for food 
“ stuffs.” That word.“ stuff’ will be 
apt to furnish forth many a Western 
epithet for this part of the President’s 
apeech. 

The rest of it was.in general marked 
by Coolidge good sense. To the.Presi- 
dent the idea of the Government going 
into the business of farming, directl 
or indirectly, is abhorrent. Agric 
ture must in the end take care of itself 
tust as truly as any other. industry. If 
the Government undertook to fix 
prices for farm products, it would in- 


buying and selling them. The result

UNIFIED RAILWAY TERMINALS. 

The action of the Port Authority 
in moving for the larger use of 
the Hell Gate Bridge has sevéral 
** angles.’’ The bridge is an expensive, 
very useful, but little-used link bé- 
tween two railways. It is kept, out of 
use by other lines “ solely by reason 
“ of a disagreement regarding the com- 
“* pensation.’’ The Port Authority asks 


action similiar to that already taken 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion {, other similar cases. There is 
a long list of terminals used jointly on 
equality of access and terms by all 
railways reaching them. In repeated 
cases. owners have been denied ex- 
clusive use of facilities which they 
created. In the words of the Inter- 
state Commission: ‘‘ It is necessary 
** that the great terminals of the Port 
‘of New York be made practically 
one." 

Under Federal administration of the 
railways the Hell Gate Bridge’ was 
used generally... The Port Authority 
therefore now only asks resumption of 
joint use of terminal facilities with 
legal, practical and economic support- 
against the assertion of private rail- 
way interest contrary to general pub- 
lic interest. There is a particular rea- 
son for the application to the State 
Commission. Railway traffic between 
Long Island and New England ig great 
and growing, and ‘js prejudiced by 
roads so local as the Long Island and 
so national as the New York Central. 
They still have time to get together, 
voluntarily, and would prudently do 
what they are sure in the end to be 
ordered to do. Moreover it would be 
to their advantage to enable even the 
cross-Hudsoen railways to use the idle 
route to and from New England. The 
use of the Pennsylvania passenger 
terminal by competitive railways was 
found to be advantageous and was 
continued after the ewar. In testi- 
mony before the House committee 
Mr. Jutrus Krourrscunitt said: ‘1 
“think railroad managers and owners 
** have advanced with the timés; that 
** their views have changed materially; 
** that now public opinion rules that 
“ these ‘facilities *must be used jn 
**common.’’ If the railway facilities 
of this port are not to be unified, it 
fwill be a great obstacle to that con- 
solidation, of the railways which will 
proceed as soon as Congress and the 
Interstate Commission allow it.

Something more is involved than 
guns and munitions, more than trained 
men. It.-will not do to forget that in 
modern, wars the ultimate decision 
may rest with national resources ‘'n 
man power, in industrial : equipment 
and in food.’ Wisely and ‘courageously 
the treaties of Locarno provide, as 
first aid to peace, institutions of con- 








there is also a provision for military 
sanctions against a covenant-breaking 
State. If: Germany insists that the 
army and armaments of France be re- 
duced to the dimensions of her own, 
France may as‘reasonably insist that 
Germany’s industrial equipment, even 
her population, he similarly curtailed. 
What is the common denominator of 
factories, of food supply, of trained 
soldiers and of man power in reserve? 
Naval problems are equally perplex- 
ing. Italy has a rapidly increasing 
population that is seeking an outlet 
overseas. England has loyal colonies, 
and commerce needing protection, in 
the four quarters of the earth. Thére 
is also the problem of nations as yet 
outside the League.

‘THE ENGLISH BIBLE. 
Yesterday portions of a colloquial 
translation of the New Testament by 
a@ professor in scotland appeared in 
‘the morning papers of two contine:its, 
This new translator suffers no such 
fate as that of the first translator of 
the New. Testament and portions of 
the Old Testament pririted in Er :- 
lish, WILLIAM TYNDALE, who published 
his translation 400 years ago, ‘The 
Scotch pyofessor, Dr. Morratt, has 
a willing private publisher. 
fortunate was WiLLIAM TYNDALE. He 
could not have the Bishop’s rima- 
tur in England, and without that no 
printer ‘would dare to put a religious 
book into type. So he went to the 
Continent, first to Cologne, where the 
work on. a quarto edition was inter- 
rupted by partisan influence, and then 
to Worms, where he published 3,000 
copies of an octavo edition and later 
a like number of the quarto edition. 
These were followed in three years by 
four other editions, making a total of 
418,000 copies. But in order to get them 
back into England all. manner = of 
smuggling was employed. Copies were 
hidden ‘in barrels or bales or casks -f 
goods of one sort or another, and s0 
reached lay readers. But many copies 
were intercepted by the watchful 
clergy and. burned. So effective, in- 
deed, was the Bible prohibition en- 
forcement that only two copies of the 
octavo edition remain, as Mr, P. W. 
WILson tells us in an interesting a-- 
ticle on TYNDALE’s work published last 
March in Tue Timgs, and there is but 
a fragment of a copy of the quarto 
edition left to us. 

Not only were TYNDALE’s books 
offered up as a burnt offering, of 
which a Cardinal of the times said 
that ‘‘ no burnt offering could be more 
pleasing to Gop.” TYNDALE himself 
underevent martyrdom. by fire. After 
months of imprisonment at Antwerp, 
he was ‘burned at the stake and his 
ashes given to the winds. But his 
translation was not lost. There were 
other printings. Two years\after his 
death, his translation was read by 
royal mandate in the churches. Mor:z- 
peony it became the mother of hun- 
dreds of later versions and was em- 
bodied in large part in the King James 
version. Jiore than that, his English 
‘“* became the Very model of good 
“English and the standard of the 
‘language for all future time.’*’ To 
this testimony of the great Catholic 
Cardinal, who was, himself a master 
of TYNDALE’s tongue, is to be added 
that of one of the Protestant preachers 
in our own. city who last Sunday paid 
his tribute to TyNDALE as the one who 
gave us the book which is more largely 
responsible for the civil and religious 
lMberty we enjoy than any other factor 
in history. . 

It seems a literary sacrilege to some 
to have the Bible*put into colloquial 
language by some of the very moderp 
versions. Yet TyYNpDALE’s translation 
probably seemed as colloquial and ir- 
reverent to the clergy of his time. 
Take for example the verse from 
Genesis which spoke of JoszPH in 
Egypt as:“a lucky fellow ‘' because 
the Lord was with him, or the verse 
in which those 'who pray are enjoined 

o ‘‘ babble not much ” instead of nol 
to use ‘‘ vain repetitions.” If <hese 
new translations of our own day into 
what is called the ‘‘ vulgar tongue "’ 
are going to bring the Bible to the 
reverent and eager reading of a wider 
public—to the ‘‘ humblest plowman ”’ 
as TYNDALE aspired to do—they are by 
ali means to be encouraged; but it will 
be well to keep still in circulation the 
old version with ‘its stately rhythm 
and its.‘ inspired phrases ’’ that have 
been caught or woven into the noblest 
and richest of our_English literature.

There will 
be other ‘* Red ’’ Granges, and it will 
be hard ‘to resist percentages and 
movie rights. Gold mines on the grid- 
iron will be sought by amateurs more 
concerned about material than ‘‘ spir- 
itual’”’ gains, and not concerned at 
all about the virtue of amateurism.

Troy”—why haven't they--told: all and 
sundry: that Professor Ersxine’s book is 
that mew, or at any rate that very 
rare, thing, a delightful combination of 
wit’ with wisdom, of the amusing with 
what is provocative of thought? 

All this certainly is true of the book. 
That it presents Helen of Troy as she 
was may also be true, but its verity is 
not.confirmed by the rather vague mem- 
ories from remote college days of ‘what 
Homer said about the trouble-making 
lady. He agreed with Professor Ersking 
as -to her wonderful and compelling 
beauty, but it is not recalled that he 
credited her with a keen {ntelligence, 
a deép understanding of men and other 
women, or with the ability to construct 
and follow a philosophy of Hfe so sane 
and in its pagan way so sound that it 
made her tower high above the other 
people of hér time. 

Perhaps Professor Erskine is right 
about this, and really his theory is re- 
quired to make plausible the events 
recorded by Homer—the acceptance by 
the Greeks and the Trojans alike of 
Helen as a sufficient otive for the 
prolonged toils of the war. Mere phys- 
ical beauty, especially among barbarians 
living in the Bronze Age, does not ac- 
count for all that happened. 

From almost every page of this book 
there flashes a revelation, not of Ho- 
meric humanity, but of humanity un- 
dated and of today just as well. And 
always the keen words are given to 
Helen, so wise, so adroit in her own 
defense, though she denies that she 
needs any, and so successful in proving, 
even to the little prig Hermione, that it 
was she, Helen, not Ménelaos, who had 
been magnaffimous, And Menelaos is a 
triumph of characterization in the book 
as great as Helen, nor does he strain 
credulity so much. 

That this book will "ae a “best 
seller” ‘is doubtful, for appreciation of 
it requires a considerable familiarity 
with the Greek myths and legends. Just 
the same, it will have many readers and 
deserves several tities as matiy.

that Oliver E. Pagan, a special assistan

The Appellate Court reduced what was 
originally. a very complicated proposi- 
tion of law to very simple terms, and 
declared that Chief Justice McCoy erred 
in finding that no person except Messrs. 
Pomerene and Roberts and District At- 
torney Gordon had any right in fhe 
Grand Jury room. The alleged unlawful 
presence of unauthorized persons in the 
Grand Jury room was but one of several 
gounds in the plea in abatement filed 
by the defendants. However, since the 
lower court quashed the indictment on 
this main ground, the opinion of the 
Appellate Court dealt only ‘with that 
ground, 

The Appellate Court held that the Con- 
gressional act of Feb. 4, 1921, which 
took the prosecution of the oil \cases, 
civil and criminal, out ofthe hands of 
the Department of Justice and author- 
ized the President to employ special 
counsel to prosecute them, megnt only to 
deprive the Attorney General of charge 
and control of the litigation. It also 
held that this act did not deprive Messrs: 
Pomerene and Roberts, as special ‘coun- 
sel, of the right to use the assistance of 
District Attorneys and various other 
law. officers of the Government who 
might be of “great service to the spe- 
cial counsel] in discharging the duties 
imposed on them.”’ 

The Government has not appealed 
from the quashing of the origina] con- 
spiracy indictments, which also came 
under scrutiny by Chief Justice McCoy.
